Tobacco Brings $13.91 

AT SALE OF POOLED CROP IN 
LEXINGTON MARKET 

Lexington. Oct. 6 . — The widely ad- 
vertised auction sale of the tobacco 
In the Burley Hoclety’s pool of 1909 
began here Thursday alternoon and 
741 hogdeads were sold before the 
day was done nt prices ranging from 
1 < to $16.25, the total sales averaging 
$13.91. The sale will be resumed to- 
morrow morning and continued until 
It Is either stopped by the order of the 
society’s ofitials or all of the pool Is 
sold 

Vue average price realized was 
probably disappointing to the society, 
as It was more than 4 cents le«s than 
the average of IS cent* at which the 
tobacco in this pool was officially pric- 
ed, vheu offered at private sale Aug. 

16. wills the highest price realised 
today was hut IS 1-4 cents, not much 
higher than the average price which 
the society officials had ealirti.it <ul all 
ol the pool should bring 

There were about Sf> brokers and 
representatives of Independent tnanu- 
facturers In attendant e at the sale 
and the bidding up to a limited price 
wsvs brisk and spirited An ominous 
tact, however, was that the American 
Tobacco Company, wntchi handles 
most of the burley tobacco produced 
in this country, had. apparently no 
representative at the sale, sent no 
bid. and, so far as could be told by the 
Indications, intends to completely ig- 
nore the sale
